THE INUNDATION IN KWANGTUNG, 


To the Editor of the ‘Oumwa Matt.’ 
Canton, July 13, L885, 


With no land to cultivate and no ponds 
from: which to draw supplies of fish, the 
Gonditiod even of those ‘who have houses 
to five inlg trol: pitiable, That of many 
hundreds who have nono can bo better 
imagined than described. Tho relief we 
brought to the people was on all hands re- 
ceived gratefully, : 

Wo brgan by gotting froni the elders of 
cach village we came to, a List of. the most

S1n,—Our reliof party returned to Canton 
to-day from Sam Shai, and we are now in 
a. position to fumish a report of the distress 
which came, under observation in that dis- 


trict. . Whilst it acoma next to impossible to | 


givean exaggerated account of the enffer- 
ing wo have witnessed during the last two 
days, we wish particularly to refrain from 
any detailed deseription of the horrors of 
tho. inundation We have no desire to 
make out a case for public aympathy io 
any other way than by ‘plainly narrating, 
in as few words as possible, what we saw 
in the Hooded fields’ and ruined ‘villages 
which coyer only « small extent.of country. 

No information haa yet been received 
from the other relief party, consisting of 
Messra Ost, Fulton, and Grundy. We left 
these gentlemen at the district city of Sam 
Shui, and they were then completing their 
preparations for proceoding to Sz Ui, thoir 
toute to that district lying in‘ a different 
dixection fram that taken by Mr Simmons 
and myself, 

The’ statements in this létter refer io 
places on the North Rivor only, not to the 


North-west River, whither Mr Ost and his 
party have gone, 


When wo loft Canton on Wednesday the 
place of our. destination was understood 
to be the market town of Shek Kok, in 
the Ts‘ing Un district. From that region 
alarming: reports had reached Canton of the 
damage dong to crops in the fielda,.and tho 
eousequent suffering entailed on the agri- 
cultural population, Trustworthy persons 
were sent there t» make inquiries and col- 
lect such information os might be mada 
available on the arrival of tho boats with 
the necessary supplies. This intention 
to make Shek Kok the centre for: distri- 
bating rico to the peoplv, waa not carried 
out, Our three boat-loads of provisions 
were spent in two daya, and we did not ap- 
proach nearer than 15 miles of the place 
which wo sturted to reach. Early on 
Satutday murning, whilet wo were making 
onr way with all ‘possible speed against a 
head wind ‘and strong current about two 
miles above the town of Lo ‘Pau, on the 
right bank of the river in tho direction we 
were travelling, we saw the rning of many 
housea'and a wide extent of country under 


water. ° Yielding partly ta the entreaties of | 


the people, yho Keemed to know our pur- 
pose in coming and who called to ns from 
the shore, and influenced still more by the 
sight of submerged fields, fallen houses and 


needy and destitute persons in the place. 
To each of these we gave o ticket for 6 
cattios of rica’ and ten biecuita, and this 
‘quantity of provisions was measurad out

We avon had to limit our tickets, giving 
only to those deatituto persone whose houses 
had actuntly falten. 

Six villages out of mor than sixty, wore 
refused teliof because, though the crops 
wore allspuiled, only a few.of the houacs 
were destrayed. Our sipply of rice (500 
plouls) avd “biscuits (little more than 100 | 
picus) rendered neceasaty the yreatest, care | 
in datribation, .Lhe distinction hetwegn a 
destitute person who ‘had a house and a 
destitute person who had no house waa oasy 
to observe, and forthe most: part wo felt 
compollod to’ observe that distinction 
throughout, Where thd’ poople’ seemed 
all equally poor, or. (asin the instances 
mentioned above) where the houses wero 
every ube doatroyed, wo gavo an order for: 
a supply of rico and biscuit propi tion 
od tw the number of persons at the 
place, laving the division to the head of the 
village aud the peuple themselves. When 
this pln, was not practicable our men’ 
gave wut rice at the rate of 6 catties to each 
membor of a family and counted out. to 
each Wor 12 biscuits. :
